John L. Hill, Chambersburg street, 
justice of the peace, and one of the 
oldest members of the Adams county 
bar, is seriously ill at the W arner 
hospital, where he was admitted on 
Friday. 
Although a slight improvement in 
the veteran justice’s condition 
w'as 
noted by hospital authorities today, he 
is said to be still in a precarious con­ 
dition. 
Justice Hill, who was adm itted as 
a member of the local bar on June 21, 
1876, five months after Ex-judge S. 
McC. Swopet oldest living member of 
the legal fraternity in Adams county, 
was stricken 
with 
gastroenteritis 
shortly after the funeral of his broth- 
cr, H arry II. Hill, who died last Sun­ 
day from the same illness, and whose 
funeral was held Tuesday afternoon. 
Long A Justice 
Mr. Hill has been a justice of the 
peace iii Gettysburg for many years, 
having subordinated his law practice 
for the work entailed by the holding 
of preliminary hearings. 
During his 
term of office hundreds of alleged of­ 
fenders have beer brought before him, 
and he is known throughout the coun­ 
ty.

A spirited 
contest looms 
in the 
offing for the Third Ward vacancy 
on the town council. 
Determined to get in on the ground 
floor and, if possible, set tho stew 
brewing, Jesse E. 
Snyder, retiring 
member from the Thin! Ward, on F ri­ 
day afternoon filed 
his nominating 
paper with the county commissioners 
for renomination. 
MY. Snyder is a 
Republican. 
It has been a 
known 
fact 
that 
Councilman Snyder would be oppoixnl 
at the primary, and 
this 
morning 
rumors came trickling through the 
clouded political atmosphere of bor­ 
ough politics that Iiav 
Rupp, pro­ 
prietor 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
Steam 
Laundry, and a well known resident 
of the Third Ward, is being groomed 
for the councilmnnic clamor. 
Mr. Snyder knows he is to have 
opposition. 
He is said, according to 
some residents of the ward which he 
now represents, to have voted con­ 
trary to their wishes on the question 
of the installation of a “white way” 
in Gettysburg and for that reason 
they assert he is not acceptable for 
re-election. 
“ If they want a fight, I 
will give it to them,” Mr. Snyder us 
quoted as saying, when informed that 
he will have an opponent at. the pri­ 
mary. 
Rupp Ignorant of Action 
Mr. Rupp this morning said he had 
not been aware th at friends wrere cir­ 
culating a petition for signers in the 
Third Ward to have his name placed 
on the ballot at the primary. 
How the Third Ward will vote on 
the Snyder-Rupp contest, 
if 
such 
actually develops, is a m atter of con­ 
jecture, which no one is fully qualified 
to answ'er with any degree of cer­ 
tainty. 
One prominent 
resident 
of 
the Third Ward this morning declared 
that Snyder cannot be re-elected, but 
refused to say whether the voters in 
that ward would support Rupp. 
Another 
faction—this 
time 
tin* 
Democratic side—says neither Snyder 
nor Rupp can be elected in the Third 
Ward, but that a man suitable to the 
Democratic voters will be placed in 
the field, and the electors urged \p 
support h:m as against the two men­ 
tioned Republicans. 
Although there is much uncertainty' 
as to who will ultimately take the 
banner of the Democrats into the prj- 
rrtary campaign, it has been rumored 
that Frank Slonaker, employed at the 
post office, is being considered. 
Koch May Run 
In the Second Ward, now represent­ 
ed by H arry Koch, Republican, no 
candidate has yet appeared on the 
political horizon, although it is under­ 
stood that friends of the incumbent 
are circulating his petition to have 
his name go before Republican voters 
of his w'ard at the prim ary for re­ 
nomination and re-election. 
Mr. K«>ch 
could not be roached this morning for 
an expression on his rumored candi­ 
dacy, although it is believed he would 
not be adverse to going back to the 
council chamber for another term.
